CHINA AND THE. WEST.. °° 
MR. ARCHIBALD ROSE ON CHINA'S 
PROBLEMS. 


Me. Archibald Rowe. C.T/E., addressed 
the conference of the National Union of 
Students’ at Cambridge oa the problem 
of China and pointed out that the dis 
ruption in the country 
a clash of two civilisations. 6 

I, welcome this opportunity of talking 
to you about the Chinn af to-day, be said 
ta the students, for wou are young, and 
spirit in the old body 
of China which you may’ learn to under- 
stand rather better than some of us who 
have spent our lives inthe China of yes- 
terday. 1 do not believe that China has 
changed im. any fundamental sense. It 
remains the greatest agricultural country 
in the world, the home of a fine, acurdy 
alock, of a tough social fabric, and of,an 
agelong civilisation rooted in the very 
: “But there is a 
(new spirit in the air, a resthessnese—per- 
haps a Divina discontent. China has re- 
| presented. for many cegturies arcivilisa- 
tion rather than a nation’in the modern 
sense, and its people may well be proud 
beg the fact. But there is something in 
one modern outlook, emanating perhaps 
i our 
imodern life,“which inevitably creates an 
netive political consciousness, and makes 
people ‘introspective and sensitive about 
! themselves and, their relation to others. 
The Chinese are of all peoples the leasty 
sel{conscious, but even thay have not 
escaped the sel f-conseiousness: of- nation- 
alism., It, is causing them, a great:‘deal 
of present suffering and trouble; but they 
have escaped it now that 
they are in close contact with the outer 
world, And it would not have affected 
them so widely und so decply: unless it 
met some gremt need. They have been 
through a long period of stagnation, po- 
litical, social und material.
